In that steadfast and influential advocate of 
reform, Harper's Weekly, the following para- 
graph, taken from a long and excellent article, 
appeared recently and is justified by the 
defeat of the Democratic bosses in Maryland 
and Kentucky on Tuesfay last:

for the benefid of the community, but for the profi) of cer- 
tain persone who have acted as if the government wae 
thelr own—the modern theory which obtains even in the 
realm of the Kaiser, that so-called rulers are not rulers at 
all, but public servants, being strangely reversed io thie 
republic, 

Nearly every word in the above quotation 
reflecting on thé evils of ‘‘ boss” government 
applies to Canada, but it is to be regretted 
that we have not yet seen the indications that 
‘‘ everywhere the Canadian voter is waking up 
to the fact that he has been a poor dupe of un- 
worthy men.” Boss rule may not have been so 

apparent in Canada as in the United States, 
yet there is far more of it in this country than 
we have been prepared to admit. Take Do- 
minion politics for instance. While Sir John 
A. Macdonald was alive he was ‘‘ boss” of the 
Conservative party and the country was will- 
ing to be managed by him because, in spite of 
all his faults, no one suspected his patriotism 
or his ability. During the rule of Sir John 
Abbott and Sir John Thompson, some of the 
men prominent and useful as lieutenants of 
Sir John A. Macdonald were so badly smirched 
by parliamentary investigation that they had 
to retire from public life, while others equally 
guilty made it necessary for the Conservative 
party to protect them, The Government, shorn 
of so many of its prominent figures and 
becoming almost entirely destitute of able 
and aggressive men, fell into the hands of 
third and fourth-rate people who had been 
largely used as the tools of the dead statesman. 
To-day, while we do not doubt the honesty of 
Sir Mackenzie Bowell, it is impossible to view 
without suspicion and fear the presence in the 
Cabinet of men who in the time of Sir John 
Macdonald were simply used as noise-makers 
in country school-houses, or candidates in 
doubtful constituencies where ‘ boodle” was 
being used. 
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Probably the most striking example of 
promotion from such a lowly and unwhole- 
some task to the high position of a Cabinet 
Minister, is that of Dr, Montague of Haldi- 
mand. Assisted by the Conservative orga- 
nizerand backed by a Cabinet Minister who 
found him useful, this peripatetic stumper 
managed, during certain intervals between 
election trials, to maintain a seat in the House 
of Commons. The amounts spant in corrupting 
the county of Haldimand by both parties may 
have been exaggerated, yet it is generally 
believed that the figures ran up high in the 
thousands. That Dr. Montague possesses a 
certain amount of ability as a public speaker 
is admitted by all who have heard him talk 
and wondered after he got through what it 
was all about, but that he has attempted to 
make a living out of anything but politics 
since he first entered the field, no one who 
knows anything about him would venture 
to assert. He is a type of the political 
roustabout so well known in Yankee politics, 
the counterpart of the ‘‘unworthy” man refer- 
red to by Harper's Weekly. I think it would 
not be going too far to say that he is the creation 
of Conservative Organizer Birmingham, who 
goes about from one constituency to another 
pretending to be inspired by the Government, 
but practically representing the views of @ very 
small and insignificant clique. Yet he dictates 
to conventions what candidate they shall 
choose, and with nods and winks and looks of 
unnatural wisdom suggests who will be accept- 
able to the “party.” It is a most ridiculous 
situation, at once laughable and yet degrading 
to the party. Just imagine for a moment the 
section of the Canadian people which has for 
many years dominated in the councils of the 
D >minion, being instructed and led around by 
the nose by an itinerant nobody who assumes 
that he has the appointments and the opinions 
of the party in his pocket. He and the petty 
little clique that he represents have the assur- 
ance to state that this man is a good Conserva- 
tive and the other man cannot be trusted. As 
long as this sort of thing is tolerated, indeed 
until such men and methods are repudiated, 
the party loyalty and the reputations even of 
men who tower above these brazen manipu- 
lators, can be whispered away. The best 
elements in the Conservative party in Ontario 
are abandoning an active interest in politics, 
because they feel that honors and appoint- 
ments, and even recognition by the Govern- 
ment, can be withheld from them if this little 
clique and their traveling agent are not con- 
sulted and conciliated and made much of,

Another quotation from the newspaper that

There is usually no essential di ffarence between the poll- 
tloal beliefs of ‘* bosses,” because most of them have no 
political beliefs. Each rascal ie likely to take the com- 
plexion of the party that is most of the time in the maj rity 
io ths State or the cammunity in which he moves and 
operates and has bie bank account. There have always 
been such figures, both in countries which the people 
govern and in those which are ruled over by crowned 
heade. They buy power and wealth of kings by doing 
what the kinge are ashamed to do themselves, and they 
attain thelr ends in republics by bribery, by demagogio 
arte, and by flat swindling. They are among the meanest 
creatures in the world. They are closely related to the 
criminal classes, because they prey upon society, but they 
are sharper than professional oriminale because they keep 
out of the clutches of the law.

of a woman physician at the Mercer Reforma- 
tory, and wound up by insisting that ladies be 
careful in the use of patent medicines contain- 
ing narcotics. This is a pretty long programme 
tor the ladies to complete in about the length 
of time it requires to make an ordinary pie or 
frost a cake.

At last Monday’s meeting of Ministerial 





Assembly No. 1, International Amalgamated 
Union of Preachers and Knights of Sunday 
Labor, a resolution was offered excluding the 
press from future deliberations of that body. 
Those in favor of a star chamber discussion of 
Gospel subjects pointed out that the reporters 
could get such information as they could be 
trusted with, from the secretary, or they could 
submit their reports to the’secretary for modi- 
fication and elimination. The secretary very 
wisely refused to bscome press censor for the 
Union, insomuch as he would be continually 
getting into hot water, not only with the mem- 
bers but with the press. A motion to adjourn 
temporarily paralyzed this wise by-law, but it 
is tocome up again. Possibly it may pass. If 
so, the thousands who pay the wages of these 
journeyman Christians may see fit to enquire 
whether they are not possessed of some right 
to know what takes place at these meetings. 
Some of the wiser members pointed out 
that the press might be safely admitted if the 
members were more careful to avoid eccentric 
and sensational utterances. Rev. Mr, Frizzell 
contended, however, that side remarks were 
often exaggerated by the press as being the 
main subject under discussion. If the reverend 
gentleman whose name is so suggestive of his 
doctrines were to study some of the newspaper 
reports, he would find that the reportersin ap- 
parently exaggerating these side remarks have 
really followed their usual custom and gone 
directly to the logical conclusion, without all 
the sophistry which members of the Union 
adopt in order to conceal the true meaning and 
legitimate results of certain assertions or dog- 
mas, or whatever may be up for discussion, 
No doubt all those who carry the card of the 
Unton will admit that while the newspaper 
reporters are not as smart as preachers, the 
average of their intelligence is probably equal 
to that of an ordinary congregation. Admit- 
ting this, then, dear brethren, if you cannot 
make yourselves understood Sy the reporters, 
what must be the condition of your parish- 
ioners when you get through with “ twelfthly”’ 
and slide gracefully into “lastly” and ‘in con- 
clusion”? A newspaper reporter is trained to 
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get the gist of what is going on, and asa rule 
he gets it, and gets it pretty nearly right. The 
average listener in the pew has no such training, 
and yet you wonder that he can sit under your 
ministrations for years and never turn a hair, 
alter an opinion nor have a change of heart.

Even if the reporters do unconsciously misre- 
present the exact weight and balancing of the 
ponderous views of the Sanhedrim, would it be 
wise to exclude them? Representatives of the 
press are supposed to be admitted into every 
gathering where matters are being considered 
for the public good. It is contended that even 
when the Mayor and City Council have financial 
operations and large dealings with railroads 
and great corporations the press should be 
admitted and nothing concealed from the 
public, and that if it puts Toronto at a disad- 
vantage in one respect, publicity prevents 
more ill-advised bargains than it does damage 
to delicate negotiations, The press is never 
excluded from a public function connected 
with the city government without an uproar 
being made, yet the Clerical Union calmly dis- 
cusses the throwing out of reporters asif the 
clergy had rights superior to the Mayor and al- 
dermen, Free Library Board, School Trustees, 
etc. What have they to hide? Do they come 
together to swap the secrets of their craft or 
arrange for special tortures to be inflicted upon 
sinners who pass without their forgiveness 
into the next world? Or are they afraid that 
published reports of their sessions will prove 
that no distinguished ability is required in 
their line of work, and thus induce unsanctified 
and unanointed people to start opposition in 
the business of regenerating sinners? One 
would almost think that they were afraid of 
what is known in other unions as “scab” 
labor in the Gospel field. This may seem 
irreverent ; it is not so intended. It is the 
putting of their conduct into descriptive words 
of a plain everyday sort, so that the parsons 
may see themselves and hear themselves 
described as others see them and describe 
them, The irreverence is in the clerical de- 
parture from Apostolic doctrine and conduct ; 
the damage to religion is not in the homely 
words which I use, it is the lordly and priestly 
manners they assume. Who constituted this 
group of so-called Protestant wranglers into a 
semi-secret society and bureau of salvation? 
No divine authority, they must admit, for 
neither by word, suggestion nor example can 
they justify it except they take the Pharisees 
and Sadducees as their prototype.

Truths, which they forget while exalting 
themselves.

ET no one flatter himself that he is

by nature, a dog that yelps at the heels of each 
passer-by ;—who knows? All that is patent is 
the fact that we are assailed under cover, and 
that the potting goes on quite comfortably 
from behind the screen. 

Among women, this kind of secret enmity, 
if not so widely spread as among men, is in- 
dividually more disastrous. A great deal of it 
goes on between girls and women—the femmes 
faites of mature experience and ripened 
charms, and the more callow virgins whose 
freshness is a little dashed by awkwardness, 
and who, by not understanding, cannot make 
full use of their natural advantages. Then the 
secret war begins, and it would be hard to say 
which side scores the victory, and which of 
these foes in ambush does the other most 
harm. The woman ridicules the girl for asinine 
stupidity, for clumsy coquetry, for gauche self- 
betrayal, for undesirable but undoubted pro- 
clivities, The girl accuses the woman of arts 
and designs of which the charitable say she 
does not know the full meaning, speaking as 
she does in the air and from her own untutored 
imagination only: while the cynical put both 
the accused and the accuser, like a couple of 
Kilkenny cats, into one bag together, and say 
there is not a hair to choose between them, 
When too old to be accused of undue flirting, 
the secret foe of a woman says she drinks, or 
takes chloral, or opium, or some other abomi- 
nation of the same kind, And who is to gain- 
say and prove that she does not? You cannot 
prove a negative, and where enough mud is 
thrown some will stick, good stiff brushes and 
cleansing-cloths notwithstanding ! 

History ‘ttself is full of these besmirched 
reputations, which a keener criticism and a 
more exhaustive enquiry have proved to be as 
fallacious in their evil renown as some others 
have been proved undeserving their good. 
They were all instances of that bucketful of 
mud thrown, for the most part, in the first 
instance, by secret and anonymous foes, then 
gathered up and plastered closely down by 
some lover of scandalous chronicles, who 
thought it a pity not to embslm those ‘ things 
of obscene and unlovely forms” in the amber 
of minutes and memoirs—the material whence 
history is drawn and where ‘‘common report ” 
is manufactured. By and by the reaction sets 
in, and the whitewashing of the blackamoor 
begins, But what does that do for the dead j— 
they whose names have stood through all these 
centuries as the synonyms of vice and crime

So with all those poisonous accus 
tions which circulate about society like th ve 
‘unctuous meteors” which crept from spray 
to spray in the autumn-time of the sensitive- 
plant, when ‘‘ Every branch on which they alit, 
By a venomous blight was burned and bit.” 
These secret foes of ours are among the 
dangers which we have to meet in life.

A Sensible Idea. 


Notwithstanding its newness, New York has 
long been shockingly overcrowded, and the 
problem of providing open spaces for the 
dwellers in the stuffy and unwholesome tene- 
ment houses has become a pressing one. But 
a New Yorker, named Washington, in whose 
veins is said to run the blood of the immortal 
George, has brought forward a scheme which 
appears to be both practicable and inexpen- 
sive. Recognizing the fact that ground in the 
congested parts of the city costs about twenty 
dollars a square foot, Mr. Washington proposes 
to utiliza the piers, to the number of one 
hundred and twenty-four, which border New 
York’s water front. 

The idea is to leave the piers as they are for 
all commercial purposes, but to erect over them 
a second story, made of steel and iron, which 
shall be roofed over, and in winter covered in 
by glass, to serve as a recreation ground for 
the dwellers in the neighborhood. It is pro- 
posed to lay out plots and plant trees and 
flowers in these novel pleasaunces. And it is 
calculated that the cost of turning the piers 
into recreation grounds will be about a tenth 
of the expense of utilizing land in the city.

O the human race in general and coro- 
ners in particular, I give my reasons 
for being the $3 a day cause of the 
recent boom in funerals and assorted 
corpses in this city—and an occupant 

of a prison cell, On the original day of last 

month Ipecacuanha Timpts, our sole and 
lonely druggist, came to me in great haste and 
new clothes to request me to take charge of 
his store whilst he took charge of his latest 
proposed bride and escorted her to the local 
races. In a moment I consented and, after 
receiving one day’s blood-money in advance, 
with an immunity from blame from possible 
results of a fatal nature, I introduced myself 
into Ipecacuanha Timpts’ store and a clean 
apron.

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The art gallery in Mr. Bain’s bookstore, 39 

King street east, is always well worth visiting ; 
no gallery has a choicer selection of pictures at 
any time, and just now the walls are hung 
with over thirty water-colors by Mr. L. R 
O'Brien, which show a wide range in the 
choice of subject, from the roaring cataract of 
Niagara to the peaceful scenes of fleld and 
country road. From the comfortable seat in 
the center one can take a leisurely and careful 
survey, and can thus readily find those that 
appeal the most, that come the nearest to us, 
Very unlike the others in subject is the quaint 
view of *‘a sixteenth century street in Sussex,” 
in which the dark picturesque roofs show clear 
against the sunset sky. The point of view 
is well chosen in the view of Niagara; 
the beautiful opalescent tints of the water, 
the brilliant autumn tints on the farther 
shore only partially seen through the 
rising spray, all go to make one of the most 
charming views of the Falls we have seen. 
**Tt’s On the Cornish Coast, J like best,” said a 
friend; and no wonder! The rendering of the 
purply sheen with the green undertones, and 
the movement of the waters against the rocks, 
themselves full of lovely color, is admirable, 
At the foot of. two high mountains, one in 
purple shadow, one in full sunlight, nestles a

its side, We have touched only on the most 
noticeable of Mr. U'Brien’s work; the delicacy 
and charm of much of it has to be seen to be 
appreciated.

say, seventeen inches?—there was no prorer 
room for their internal fixings ; that the ribs 
must in such a limited space overlap each 
other, and the general health become impaired 
by the natural consequence of such folly. Nor 
is this all; a woman who suffers from dyspep- 
sia, consequent on tight lacing, generally has a 
very red nose, her complexion is yellow, with 
ugly flushes under the eyes, and her hands are 
rarely a good color, to say nothing of her 
mental attributes—a sour mind and gloomy 
soul. The pretty Parisians conned over all 
these things in their own minds, and set them- 
selves to study their immortal Venus de Milo. 
They finally decided the fall of the small waist. 
Women were allowed the free use of their 
hips, and were no longer strapped up in 
instruments of torture. The figure was gently 
supported in supple, perfectly cut stays, pro- 
perly laced—that is to say, at an interval of 
several inches, widening at the hips and bust, 
and more drawn in at the waist-line, where 
the ribsend. By a most artistic and practical 
method a woman’s waist may be made to look 
half its original siz3; this depends upon the 
cut of a bodice, the way in which it is trimmed, 
etc. What a waist of seventeen inches would 
look like with our present voluminous Louis 
Ssize skirts and gigantic sleeves I tremble to 
think. It would resemble the neck of a bottle 
more than anything else,

Notwithstanding all that has been said to 
the contrary, separate waists will be worn 
again, to give variety to smart gowns for the 
house, the street and the theater. The 
modistes who remained latest in Europe have 
brought them in various materials—of satin, 
of the new bionde lace, of chameleon and 
Persian silks, satins of cashmere designs, 
and of the printed velvets already described, 
besides many of more costly silk velvets 
in new designs, as a damson velvet pile with 
tiny thread-like waving stripes at intervals of 
a fourth of an inch, or green velvet with small 
satin dashes like exclamation points, or black 
velvet with small spots sunken in the pile, and 
of golden-brown dots of velvet of very small 
size and so close together that they almost 
conceal a satin ground of very yellowish tan 
color. 

. 

The newest models of waists have a coat frill 
below a satin ribbon belt, but there are also 
many completed by the ribbon belt. One feat- 
ure in both styles is their very great fulness, 
the back usually being in one piece, shirred 
across under the belt, while the top is quite 
plain on the shoulders. These plain shoulders 
are covered with a collar of great size, falling 
low on the immense sleeves. The fronts are 
less drooping in blouse fashion than formerly, 
but have fulness on the shoulders, either in 
gathers or box-pleats, and open on a V-shaped 
vest of lace or open embroidery laid over white 
or yellow satin, or of lady's cloth or velvet. 
Still others kave a much more draped effect 
in front, crossing in festoons or in surplice 
fashion, or else with a square of silk, having 
one point high on the bust, then caught in folds 
around the waist, two corners being length- 
ened as a belt. Stock-collars are made ex- 
tremely high and full, usually of the materia) 
of the plastron, with a little ruffle of the waist 
material at the top, or a band of fur, or a wide 
frill of lace drooping lowest on the sides,

Buckles are more used than choux to fasten 
belts. 


Fancy waists for evening wear have flounces 
of old-fashioned white blonde lace made up 
over white Brussels net fully puffed on a fitted 
silk lining. These are high in the neck and 
belted, and have half-long sleeves. Sometimes 
the top has a Pompadour square of gold net 
let in, and there are clusters of jet rain-fringe 
of great length falling below on the lace flounce. 
Two deep flounces of this thin light lace cover 
the sleeves. The stock-collar is of lace, and 
the belt with sash bow and ends in the back is 
of Dresden ribbon in stripes of light colors, as 
pale green and mauve, together strewn with 
little Dresden bouquets. Most such waists are 
hooked in the back so that the front may be in 
one piece. The fashion of using wide lace in 
gathered ruffles is superseding that of the very 
narrow edgings, as of yellow Valenciennes. A 
deep gathered ruffie or bib of lace, or a cravat 
with two fully trimmed lace ends, is again in 
great favor, and isa simple way of trimming 
up plain dress waists, as well as of arranging 
bits of unused lace. A frill of lace three or 
four inches wide droops over the top of a col- 
lar-band of satin ribbon and finishes the wrist 
of sleeves otherwise untrimmed. A stock and 
wristbands of fur are similarly trimmed with 
lace.

The Evolution of the Bicycle. 
St. James Bodget. 

The “safety” bicycle has entered upon the 
second decade of its existence. Its tenth birth- 
day was celebrated at the Cafe Royal, London, 
a few evenings ago, when Mr, J. K. Starley 
invited a number of friends interested in the 
sport of wheeling to dine with him and chat 
over old times. Mr. Starley, as most cyclists 
will remember, is the enterprising and invent- 
ive gentleman who first put upon the market 
the rear-driving, low-built machine known as 
the ‘“‘safety;” and many will remember the 
speculation to which the ‘“‘ Rover” gave rise as to 
whether it had come to stay or not. The point 
has been settled now, however, and Mr. Star- 
ley, as the inventor of this exceedingly popular 
type of machine, has every reason to feel proud 
of the immense success of his ideas, 

Some interesting facts concerning veloci- 
pedes generally were brought’out at the dinner, 
Their history was carefully sketched by Mr, 
E, R. Shipton, who mentioned that the first 
recorded attempt at cycling—save the mark !— 
was the introduction of the hobby-horse in 
1818, The next step in the evolution of the 
cycle was in 1846. In that year was seen the 
first machine that required to be balanced by 
the rider. Then some twenty years later the 
‘“‘bone-shaker” was introduced in France, 
some time after which England again asserted 
itself, and began to use rubber tyres, Next 
came the suspension wheel, and here began the 
reign of the “‘spider,” as the ‘‘ordinary” was 
called in its early days. Some variations of this 
type of machine were tried—the ‘“‘ Kangaroo” 
and ‘‘Facile” will be remembered—and it

celebrated firm of cycle manufacturers got out 
a calendar this year consisting of a pad with 
three hundred and sixty-five leaves, and under 
the date, for every day of tle year, some word 
in praise of the wheel. Doctors, lawyers, 
parsons, women, all gave their day’s senti- 
ment, which sometimes came in most apropos 
toa wheelwoman. These little sentences have 
been responsible for many a spin through 
High Park, around the Island sidewalk, or out 
to Mount Pleasant by this woman reader.

Notwithstanding all that has bsen said to 
the contrary, separate waists will be worn 
again, to give variety to smart gowns for the 
house, the street and the theater. The 
modistes who remained latest in Europe have 
brought them in various materials—of satin, 
of the new blonde lace, of chameleon and 
Persian silks, satins of cashmere designs, 
and of the printed velvets already described, 
besides many of more costly silk ve'lvets 
in new designs, as a damson velvet pile with 
tiny thread-like waving stripes at intervals of 
a fourth of an inch, or green velvet with small 
satin dashes like exclamation points, or black 
velvet with small spots sunken in the pile, and 
of golden-brown dots of velvet of very small 
size and so close together that they almost 
conceal a satin ground of very yellowish tan 
color,

The newest models of waists have a coat frill 
below a satin ribbon belt, but there are also 
many completed by the ribbon belt. One feat- 
ure in both styles is their very great fulness, 
the back usually beiag in one piece, shirred 
across under the belb, while the top is quite 
plain on the shoulders, These plain shoulders 
are covered with a collar of great size, falling 
low on the immense sleeves. The fronts are 
less drooping in blouse fashion than formerly, 
but have fulness on the shoulders, either in

Fancy waists for evening wear have flounces 
of old-fashioned white blonde lace made up 
over white Brussels net fully puffed on a fitted 
silk lining. These are high in the neck and 
belted, and have half-long sleeves. Sometimes 
the top has a Pompadour square of gold net 
let in, and there are clusters of jet rain-fringe 
of great length falling below on the lace flounce. 
Two deep flounces of this thin light lace cover 
the sleeves. The stock-collar is of lace, and 
the belt with sash bow and ends in the back is 
of Dresden ribbon in stripes of light colors, as 
pale green and mauve, together strewn with 
little Dresden bouquets. Most such waists are 
hooked in the back so that the front may be in 
one piece. The fashion of using wide lace in 
gathered ruffles is superseding that of the very 
narrow edgings, as of yellow Valenciennes. A 
deep gathered ruffle or bib of lace, or a cravat 
with two fully trimmed lace ends, is again in 
great favor, and isa simple way of trimming 
up plain dress waists, as well as of arranging 
bits of unused lace. A frill of lace three or 
four inches wide droops over the top of a col- 
lar-band of satin ribbon and finishes the wrist 
of sleeves otherwise untrimmed. A stock and 
wristbands of fur are similarly trimmed with 
lace.

HE growing influence and ex- 
tensive circulation of SATUR- 
pAY Nigut among musical 
people in all parts of the 
Dominion, is in no way more 
apparent than in the numerous 
enquiries which are constantly 
being addressed the editor of 

this column relative to the recommendation of 
capable musicians to fill vacancies existing in 
various sections of the country. As already 
intimated in recent issues of this journal, 
when reference has been made to excellent 
openings for properly qualified musicians, I 
shall be pleased to do what lies in my power in 
aiding the right sort of professional musicians 
in securing good appointments and in this 
manner also render a service to any in search 
of thoroughly reliable men, The demand, how- 
ever, for competent men seems to exceed the 
supply, strange as this may appear to some 
who fancy the woods full of desirable material 
barely eking out an existence. Good musi- 
cians are generally comfortably located and are 
not desirous of a change unless it be for some- 
thing particularly tempting. All of which 
goes to show the advisability of young music 
students devoting themselves thoroughly to 
their work and attaining to more than a super- 
ficial knowledge, both practical and theoretical, 
of the art. A number of vacant organ posi- 
tions occur to me at the present time, concern- 
ing which responsible parties have written, 
offering flattering inducements to candidates 
who should combine the ability to play the 
organ well and conduct a_ choir, with 
other qualifications as to personal address 
and general culture, such as every musi- 
cian should seek to equip himself with. 
In some instances the inducements held 
out are most tempting, but those pre- 
pared to offer them will not be content with 
ordinary material and will in the end only be 
prepared to pay according to the quality of 
work successful candidates may prove them- 
selves able to accomplish. Among other let- 
ters received during the past week I might 
mention one from the flourishing town of Cal- 
gary, N.W.T., in which I am requested to 
make mention of the fact that a good violin 
teacher would find a warm welcome there at 
the present time. My correspondent says: ‘‘It 
seems almost a hopeless task, and I cannot 
understand why it should be so difficult to get 
a good man. It seemed to me as though To- 
ronto were overstocked with musicians and 
there would be those who would be glad to 
get away .. . We have no reason to feel 
ashamed of our town, which now numbers over 
five thousand people. We only need a violin- 
ist to complete the circle. There would be 
about twenty pupils awaiting him here. The 
orchestra are still pegging away without a 
leader, but I hope it will not be for long.” 
Many well equipped city musicians, who find 
it a difficult matter to bear up in face of the 
keen competition which exists in larger places, 
might do well in smaller towns were they to 
resolve upon achange. There are some, how- 
ever, who seemingly prefer starving in a large 
city to flourishing in a smaller place. It is as 
ungrateful a task to discuss sucha sentiment as 
to argue against a sneer. Many musicians 
love their art more than their bread and but- 
ter—they say so at least—and in some respects 
we cannot but admire their martyrdom in a 
cause which they, however, do not much ad- 
varce by resting on their oars and starving for. 





Miss Lillian Littlehales of Hamilton, the 
well known ’cello soloist, removes to New York 
shortly. Henry Wolfsohn, the prominent 
manager of musical artists, has undertaken 
the control of her concert engagements, one 
of the first of which will be in connection with 
a leading orchestra of the metropolis.

the Baptist churches of Woodstock and Chat- 
ham, and the leading Presbyterian churches of 
Belleville and Ingersoll are among those scan- 





ning the horizon at the present time for pro- 
perly equipped musicians for their organ 
benches. The first-named church, so I am in- 
formed,impresses upon candidates for the vacant 
position that the choir of that church has been, 
is and must be maintained as the “ finest in 
the Dominion.” Having heard this choir when 
it was at its best, I must take exception te the 
flattering unction the good people of the 
church mentioned lay to their souls in making 
such a wild statement. There might be some 
objection to their claim even in London, for I 
can recollect having heard an admirable musi- 
cal service at St. Paul’s Episcopal church there 
some years ago, which certainly compared very 
favorably in ail the finer points of expression 
and general musical finish with the best work 
of the Dundas street chuich. Grace church 
choir, Winnipeg, might also, I fancy, contest 
the sweeping claim of the modest Londoners, 
while I imagine some three or four Toronto 
churches would also be in the race for musical 
supremacy should the question ever be seri- 
ously raised. Size is not always an indication 
of quality, a fact- which should-not be over- 
looked by the church officials who so lightly 
but positively claim that they, like the New 
York police force, are ‘‘ the finest” beyond any 
doubt whatever. Comparisons are odious and 
church choirs in any event should not seek to 
parade their artistic excellence, however desir- 
able a quantity the same might be, but a mild 
word of admonition to our deluded London 
friends might prevent their local pride swel- 
ling to such proportions as to soon reach 
beyond the boundaries of this country and 
seek for cheap conquests of “the finest” order 
across the border, if not ultimately in Europe. 


A service of sacred song will be held in Sher- 
bourne street Methodist church, corner of 
Carlton and Sherbourne streets, next Wednes- 
day evening, November 13, at eight o'clock. 
The excellent choir of the church, under Mr, 
Fred Warrington’s direction, will render some 
choice choruses, and solos will be sung by Miss 
Ethel Shepherd, the newly appointed soprano 
of the church ; Mr. J. M. Sherlock, tenor, and 
Mr. Warrington, baritone. A feature of the 
evening will be an address by the pastor, Rev. 
James Henderson, upon the Psychology and 
Power of Music. Rev. Dr. Briggs is also ex- 
pected to deliver an address, Altogether the 
Sherbourne street church people are anticipat- 
ing an unusually interesting evening. The 
general public is cordially invited to be pre- 
sent. 


Mr, Arthur T. Blakeley’s first popular organ 
recital for this season will take place in the 
Sherbourne street Methodist church on Novem- 
ber 30 


Mr, J. M. Sherlock, solo tenor of Sherbourne 
street Methodist church, sang with great 
success at a concert given at Smith’s Falls last 
week. Local papers are enthusiastic concern- 
ing the fine quality of Mr. Sherlock’s voice 
and the refined musical sentiment which 
characterized all his work on this occasion. 

I am in receipt of two new compositions 
which have recently been issued by the pub- 
lishing house of Whaley, Royce & Co. The 
first of these, a sailor song, entitled I'll Wait 
for Dear Old Jack, is from the pen of Mr. W. 
Caven Barron of London, the words being by 
Kathleen Mackenzie. Mr. Barron has suc- 
ceeded in treating a bright text in a clever 
manner, maintaining throughout a character- 
istic nautical swing at all times appropriate to 
the sentiment of the words, The second work, 
an instrumental number, entitled A Summer 
Ramble, is by Mr. W. E. Barclay, a rising 
young local musician who displays in this 
characteristic reverie a flow of genial melody 
and a general natural ability which promises 
well for the future. Young pianists will find 
in this little morceau much to interest them, 

The Galt Philharmonic Society, which for 
some years past had been regarded as one of 
the most promising Canadian musical organi- 
zations outside the larger cities, has given up 
the ghost. Under the direction of Mr. Walter 
H. Robinson of Toronto, the chorus of the 
Society had attained to a very commendable 
degree of proficiency, and, had satisfactory 
arrangements been made for continuing, it was 
contemplated to produce at Christmas The 
Messiah on a scale quite beyond anything 
previously attempted in Galt. From a copy of 
the Galt Evening Reformer I gather, however, 
that it is now the intention to dissolve the or- 
ganization, and a meeting is to be called to con- 
duct the obsi quies of this once flourishing So- 
clety. It is expected that after all liabilities 
are met, a small balance will remain on hand, 
and this sum will probably be handed over to 
the Galt Hospital Trust.
